“Blockade” of Britain 


The German oficial news agency has ex- 
Pressed concern over the whereabouts of the 
N.Y.K. Suwa Maru, which it believed was on 
iis way to evacuate forty Japanese residents 
from England, and reports that the Japanese 
Ambassador in London hay made inquiries 
about the ship from the British Government. 
‘The! Domei News Agency report which appears 
elsewhere today should do much to relieve the 
anxicly of the Nazis, for it reveals that the 
Suwa Maru is safely docked in Liverpool and 
hat the forty Japanese evacuees are about 
to embark, if they have not already done so. 
‘The same’ despatch also reveals that three 
other large N.Y.K liners are continuing their 
Journey to England, to complete the evacua- 
ion of the Japanese, in spite of the warning 
{issued that the Nazis were clamping down a 
otal blockade.” It is true that. negotiations 
have been commenced with Berlin over tho 
safely of these three ships, but the fact that 
they have been ordered {0 proceed on their 
way before the negotiations are completed and 
safepuards—for what they are worlh—are ob- 
{tained from the Germans, seems to prove that 
the Japanese company does not take the Ger- 
man blockade as seriously as the Germans do 
themselves. It will be recalled that the Nazis, 
ince the commencement of the war, have not 
hesitated to torpedo, with or without warning, 
‘any ship of any'nationality which they suspect- 
‘ed of calling in at Britain. They have machine- 
gunned and bombed neutral vessels, without 
merey, including even Innocent fishermen going 
about their daily duties. They have done every- 
thing, in short, to prevent ships and cargoes 
reaching the British Isles, and if this is not 
ft Teast an attempt at “total blockade.” it is 
dimeult to imagine what is. In Mr. Churchill's 
speech in the House of Commons, he caused 
some amusement in his reference {o this new 
“total blockade.” If the laughter which greeted 
hig reference to it is an indication of the panic 
which is reigning, according to Nazi propagand- 
Iss, throughout the Jength and breadth of the 
country, then all good Britons will hope that 
that -panie spreads. 
































Threats To U.S, 


With the plans of the tolalitarian states being 
held up by their inability to conquer Great 
Britain, there is an increasing. tone of irrita- 
‘ion in’ the German and Italian press over the 
assistance being given by the United States to 
the Allies As Mr. Churehill emphasized In his 
war statement in the House ‘of Commons, the 
United States have provided an enormous 
amount of munitions to help to fl the wide 
gap left by the disaster of Flanders; and in 
‘addition, American aeroplanes are now coming 
to Britain in large enough numbers to affect the 
situation appreciably in favour of the British 
and their Allies, who have their backs against 
the wall. It may be merely coincidence, but 
it is worthy of note that warnings and threats 
to the United States did not become frequent 
in the Nazi and Fascist press until there was 
talk of the United States leasing naval and 
aerial bases in British possessions in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Until. this question came to

A MINOR REVERSE

‘The evacuation of British, Somaliland was 
« foregone conclusion from ‘the moment the 
defection of France was realized, and within 
the past week or co it was fully understood 
that it was merely a question of time when 
that would come about. With France still 
in the field ‘there was every probability that 
the Italian forees in Abyssinia estimated to 
have ‘been in the neighbourhood of 80,000 
would have been satisfactorily dealt with. 
When France collapsed and it was made 
plain that.some if not all the colonies would 
remain loyal to the Pétain Government, the 
British foree in Somaliland could no longer 
depend upon the support of the French troops 
at Djibuti who were to hold the right flank, 
and a decidedly inferior British force, 
numerically’ speaking, was left to face the 
enemy. The British command was left with 
a weighty decision to make. It could either’ 
reinforce the troops in British Somaliland and 
fight it out, or resort to an immediate and 
unresisting evacuation, or remain in the field 
with the comparatively small force, doing as 
much damage to the enemy as possible, and 
withdrawing when that became inevitable. 
‘The British command adopted the third 
course. It was not only wise, but in keeping 
witb the best of British traditions. A stub- 
born rearguard action was fought against’ 
the superior Italian forees, considerable 
‘damage was inflicted on the enemy, and even- 
ually the British troops were evacuated in| 
wood order, with a great part of their 
material —the balanee being destroyed—and. 
all the ‘wounded. Even if the time factor 
had not been against it, to have reinforced 
the troops in the small’ colony in order to 
fight it out with the Italians would have been 
playing the game of the enemy, for it would | 
have needed the utilization of men who could 
with advantage be used in other theatres of] 
war. ‘The lessons of 1914-1918 have been 
thoroughly well learned by the British and 
the last thing they can be expected to do in 
this present struggle Is to dissipate their 
forces in unnecessary and indecisive theatres 
of war, ‘The refusal to be drawn into a 
major struggle in Norway was a deeision not 
to play the game as the enemy would wish 
it, ‘and the refusal to consider British 
Somaliland as a suitable scene for a major 
struggle represents a continuance of. the.

The results of the engagements 
which have taken place, and the large num- 
ber of casualties inflicted upon the German 
air foree have proved distinctly encouraging, 
and must have left the German command 
fil content. ‘There is every justification for 
the belief that the British air force can hold 
the enemy while the process of outstripping 
him numerically is proceeding, and that the 
time will come when the RAF. will have 
reached that strength, which added to the 
superb qualities of ‘the men and their

1t is comforting to note the assurances 
given in the House of Commons on Tuesday 
by the Prime Minister, and Mr. Hugh Dalton, 
Minister of Heonomic Warfare, that Britai 
Il not relax her blockade of Germany and 
German-occupied areas in Europe in ordec:

to suggest that Britain should lift the block- 
ade in the interests of those who may starve 
is just as ridiculous as suggesting that Bri- 
tain might sue for peace terms to save those 
unfortunates from further suffering. 

‘The unhappy fact is that, because of the 
inordinate ambitions of a group of thorough= 
ly unscrupulous men, a large area of Europe 
is condemned to suffer, It is Britain's deter~ 
mination that it shall only do £0 temporarily, 
‘and that, when victory has been secured, i 
mediate ‘relief shall “be extended to the 
sufferers. Indeod it is sald that plans for 
doing 30 are already being prepared. In the 
meantime Germany, on her own showing, 
‘and what is known 'outside that country, has 
plenty of food reserves. ‘They are being in 
creased by the exploitation of the occupied 
territories. ‘There need be no suffering this 
winter if the German machine is eapable of 
Gistributing those supplies fairly amongst the 
people of occupied Europe, whether German 
for not. But there is quite apparently no 
intention of doing so, as the treatment of the 
Poles so clearly demonstrates, In the light 
Of this it is, perhaps, poor consolation to say 
that only by British vietory ean Europe be 
saved from permanent suffering arising out 
of a systematized but nevertheless wanton ex- 
ploitation of the defeated peoples, Yet that 
4s the fact of the matter.

‘will have certain interesting features about it, 
not the least of which is the fact that the 
assailant had no less than eight months, during 
which he and his wife became intimate with 
‘Trotsky in which to make the attempt, and 
the wonder will be that he waited so long. 

It is to be hoped that this murder has not| 
been for political motives, though the pos~ 
sibility that it has can never be disregarded 
until the evidence has been heard. It does 
not matter whether such crimes as these take 
place in Mexico or in Shanghai; they are 
equally to be reprehended. While directly’ 
prejudicing the maintenance of law. and| 
order, they do not serve any real purpose, 
for the martyrdom of the individual invari- 
ably gains new adherents to his cause. The| 
early history of the Christian church’ is in 
itself sufficient evidence of that, for it may 
be doubted whether it would ever have ob- 
tained the hold it did had not the faith of| 
the early fathers been so thoroughly tested. 
with the fire and the sword. His injuries 
having proved fatal, it may be that a dead 
Trotsky will be even more formidable than 
he was in life, for there ean be no doubt 
about it that there are others, who think 
ike him, equally fanatical in their beliefs. 
‘That is where these political erimes ave so 
futile. It docs not matter much how mis~ 
wuided the beliefs of a group may be; it is 
4 matter of repeated proof that such incidents 
only serve to root thelr convictions more 
deeply, if only because of human resentment 
against such violence. ‘That needs to be re- 
‘membered especially in China at the present 
time. ‘The campaign of assassination which 
is being waged cannot benefit either one side, 
or the other. “Indeed it serves to drive them 
further apart, and that at a time when if 
‘ever unity were necessary it must surely be 
now. 





RUMANIA’S HARD LOT 
Aug. 23. 


‘The lot of Rumania at the present moment 
is a particularly trying one, for she is being 
called upon {0 make territorial concessions. 
to Bulgaria and Hungary, for the sole pur- 
pose of preventing war in the Balkans. An. 
outbreak of war there is the last thing which 
Germany desires, for a Rumania, engaged in| 
@ struggle for her existence, would require| 
all that she produces for her own war effort, 
with the result {hat the slender supplies which 





she already sends forward to Germany 
would be stopped. ‘The Bulgarian demand 
for the return of the Dobrudja, annexed by 





Rumania at the end of the Second Balkan 
War in 1913 has been met in full, and the 
boundaries between the two countries in 
that area will follow the line of 1912. That 
amounts to a complete surrender to Bulgarian 
requirements, though there still appears to| 
be the outstanding question of the town of 
Silistria which commands a bridgehead across| 
the Danube, the solution of which may prove 
somewhat ‘diMcult. Apart from that  the| 
eventual transfer ‘of populations, and the| 
ueanting of compensation where appropriate| 
may serve to remove this particular souree| 
of Balkan irritation, and ullimately bring] 
about a better understanding all round. 

While details of the Hungarian demands| 
with regard to ‘Transylvania have not been 
published, suMecient information has emerged 
fo show 'that at any rate so far as the 
Rumanians are concerned, they are “enorm= 
‘otis, inconceivable and ridiculous.” It is to) 
be ‘assumed that Hungary desires to regain 
the whole of the area taken from her and 
given (0 Rumania at the end of the last war. 
‘To that the Rumanians are opposed, and ap- 
parently have been seeking a compromise 
calculated to meet some of Hungary's wishes 
without depriving Rumania of too much 
territory, ‘The general effect of complete| 
acquieseenee by Rumania in Hungary's de- 
mands would deprive the former of the whole 
of the land lying west of the Carpathians 
and north of the Transylvanian Alps, and the 
reduetion of Rumania to her old ' borders. 
‘Thus she would lose all that she gained in 
the Second Balkan War and the last war, 
and be deprived of access to the sea. To 
these Hungarian demands Rumania has been 
turning a deat ear. She is apparently pre- 
pared {o make some concessions, but is by no 
‘means prepared to go the length required to. 
satisfy Budapest. 

The latest reports are to the effect that 
Germany is expected to apply. pressure be- 
hind the scenes in the capitals of the two 
countries, and it remains ,to be seen wl 
will be subjected to the ‘greatest influence. 
Comment in the Hungarian Press has clearly 
indicated the intention of the Hungarian 
Government to take the fullest advantage of 
the present situation and secure the territori 
of which it considers it has been robbed. 
‘There will be some sympathy in Berlin with 
that attitude, if only because it means the 
nullification of another of the peace decisions 
arrived at after the last war. A great deal, 
however, depends upon Rumania. Bucharest 
realizes ‘the strength of its position in view 
of the faet that the last thing Germany wants 
is a Rumania engaged in war with Hungary, 
and if King Carol can convinee the Germans 
of his intention to give up so much and no 
more, it is possible that the greatest pressure 




















will be applied to Hungary in an endeavour; 
to persuade its Government to. accept what 
Is offered rather than run risk to the con- 
tinuance of Rumanian supplies which warfare 
inevitably entails. Rumania’s position is not 
wholly weak. What strength there is, how- 
ever, is to be found in Germany's own neces- 
sity.’ Should agreement be impossible and 
war resorted to, German policy in the Balkans 
‘would have become completely bankrupt. It 
could not in this particular instance be very’ 
strong, for while it is sceking to persuade 
Rumania to make these saeriflees, which are’ 
really on German behalf, a glance at the 
map shows there is no quid pro quo in the 
shape of territory which Germany could at 
any time offer to Rumania. It may be that 
Germany contemplates recompense by other 
means, but that will be impossible, for the 
determination of Great Britain is to place 
Germany in such a position that she will be 
unable to implement any promises she may 
be making. 








AN. APPEAL TO GIVE 
Aug. 24. 

It will be remembered that H. M. Ambas- 
sador, in his appeal on June 29, for the Volun= 
tary War Contribution Fund suggested that an 
effort should be made to send an immediate 
gift of £50,000 to the Government, to be fol~ 
Towed by monthly sums of £5,000, which 
would provide, roughly speaking, an aeroplane 
a month. £52,000 has already been sent. A 
survey of the various lengthy lists of dona~ 
tions which have appeared up to the present 
suggests that the only remaining source for’ 
lnrge gifts is {0 be found in the, many Bri- 
tish companies operating in Shanghai, Some 
have found it possible under their Memoranda 
to make such gifts and it is hoped that others 
will soon find that there are no legal obstacles 
standing in the way of following their ex- 
ample. 

But the provision of the monthly contribu- 
tion must come from Britons in China as a 
whole. They are not taxed by their Govern- 
ment, and consequently escape the heavy 
burdens which have been laid upon their fel~ 
lows in the United Kingdom. But the strug- 
gle which is being fought out in Europe is 
every bit as much in the interests of Britons 
whose lot is cast s0 far away from the scene of 
action, as of those who come more directly 
‘under’ the attention of the enemy. For that 
reason it has been suggested that Britons in 
China would like to tax themselves volun- 
tarily to ensure that a steady flow of money 
homewards should be maintained. There is no 
‘one who does not realize the strain upon the 
individual in China which has resulted from_ 
the three years of hostilities in this unfortun- 
ate country. Some persons have benefited 
from the conditions which arose, but by far 
the greater number have been hit in their 
pockets in varying degrees. ‘That was in- 
evitable, but Britons in the main have token. 
the blow with good spirit. 

Despite all this, the advent of the war in| 
Europe demands that extra effort, that extra 
sacrifice to emphasize to the people at home, 
‘as well as to the foreign communities in Ch 
the fact that Britons here and in the outports 
are solidly behind their Government in this 
struggle, The remark has been made that, after 
all is said and done, the amount which can be 
sent home by Britons in China is minute com= 
pared with the enormous sums required. In 
a very limited sonse this is true, but when the 
broader view is taken, and it is realized that 
similar small sums from loyal Britons all over 
the world are also flowing into H. M. 
‘Treasury, it is obvious that the combina- 
tion of ‘those mere trickles has already’ 
brought about a stream of considerable pro- 
portions. “There is not a corner of the Brit- 
ish Empire, however remote, which has not 
made its cont mn in men, money, or effort 
to the common cause,” remarked Mr. Amery 
recently. There is ‘not a community of 
Britons within or without the Empire which 
is not also doing its bit, and Britons in China 
must continue to do theirs. 

Within the next fow days British young, 
men who have voluntesred for service in 
HM. Forces will be leaving Shanghai. 
‘They are offering their lives for their coun- 
try. Will those who are not called upon to 
do the same thing fail in their duty? It is 
not believed for one moment that they will, 
but they need to remember that not all the 
money they give can equal what these young 
‘men are giving. So there must be no stint. 
Everyone must give what he possibly can, 
voluntarily tax himself, submit to some degree 
of self-denial in the common cause of victory. 
It does not matter how small the monthiy 
contribution may be. Only the individual| 
can know exactly the full tale of his commi 
ments, but when they have been met, out of 
the surplus there must surely be something to 
go to the service of King and country. No 
fone need be ashamed of the size of his con- 
tribution, so long as he is satistied that it is 
really all he can possibly afford. Nor is 
there any particular glory for those who ean 
contribute larger sums. Rather should they 
be devoutly thankful that they are in a posi- 
tion to be able to do so, and, if rich and poor 
give what they can of their abundance or 
their lack, they will have assisted in mani- 
festing the spiritual values of that uncon- 
querable will to win, which will bring Bri 
tain vietorious out of all her troubles and 
restore to Europe that freedom without

LORD HAW-HAW AUTHOR 
Aug. 24. 

Amongst the more joyous of German pro- 
paganda publications which have come to 
notice is a book by William Joyce, well known 
as “Lord Haw-Haw,” entitled “Twilight over 
England.” It is quite impossible to libel the 
author, for in the very first paragraph of the 
author's preface Joyce admits that “the writer 
is a daily perpetrator of High Treason.” ‘The 
preface is a typical picce of that sort of 
hypocrisy to which renegades invariably re~ 
sort to justify themselves in their own eyes, 
‘and they hope in the eyes of their fellows, for 
‘accepting the thirty pieces of silver. And 
Joyce, who confesses that he knows no “better 
motto in the world than ‘Ad majorem Dei 
gloriam,’” goes on to explain how he and his 
wife decided, on August 25 last, to go to 
Germany and offer his services to his coun- 
try's enemy. ‘The gem follows 

“England was going to war. I felt that if, 
for pericet reasons of conscience, 1 could 
ot fight for her, I must give her up for ever. 
‘Such an argument I do not commend to any. 
body else: but man ig guided by more than 
Feason alone: and in this great confiet, 1 
wanted to play a clear and definite part’ 

‘The puny fellow thought Germany was going 
to win, so, playing for safety, he offered his 
services to Germany, pleading the influence 
of a conscience completely dulled by looking 
out for the main chance, 

After about cighty pages of the turgid 
nonsense, which, if he really believes what 
he has written, might serve to justify in his 
own mind his apostasy, Joyce occupies nearly 
thirty pages in taking a “swipe” at the Jews. 
‘The mode is a pale imitation of Streicher, and 
an attempt to show how Jewish interests have 
so greatly permeated all strata of British 
society, finance and industry. The whole case 
that Joyce endeavours to set up was clearly 
answered some time last year in the book 
entitled “The Truth about the Jews in  Bri- 
tain.” But such people as Joyce are not con- 
cerned with the truth. He dare not be, lest 
that conscience which he invokes as the justi- 
fication of his treachery should in’ turn 
Yotray him. 

But Joyce on the subject of the totalitarian 
state is really at his best :— 

“From the viewpoint of the worker, the 
‘most important aspect of the totalitarian ‘state 
to remember isthe — fact that — its 
organic nature does not permit the existence 
of Moating masses of poor and unemployed 
Outside the structure of society. Every single 
worker knows and feels. his relationship to 
the state as a whole. He knows his rights as 
Well as his dutics, Ife knows he cannot get 
Out of the state what he fails to put into the 
state: but he knows that what ‘he does put 
fin, he will get back in Cull measure. The 
German worker Is etiabled by the State to 
take wonderful holidays; he can eruise to 
Madeira: he ean go to the best opera in the 
world: he can enjoy himself at winter sports ! 
indeed it is no exaggeration to say that the 
rich have no pleasures which have not been 
ut’ at his) disposal.” 

They are few or no unemployed in Germany. 
‘That is true. Conscription, the maintenance 
of huge armies, concentration camps, and. 
forced labour have done away with that. It 
may be that what the German worker puts) 
into the state he gets out of the state ; in ex- 
change for butter he gets a nice nourishing 
cannon, for other foods which help the war 
machine he gets the ersatz products of the 
German scientist. A few hear good opera, 
fewer still make glorious cruises, some can 
indulge in winter sports, but all are subjected 
to 2 system which allows no man {o call his! 
‘soul his own. 

It is impossible to take Lord Haw-Haw 
seriously as an advocate for the German 
cause. The whole of the book is redolent with 
the abuse and the claptrap of Hyde Park and 
‘Trafalgar Square. He writes nothing which 
British ideas of freedom would not permit 
him to shout at practically every street cor 
ner, and in some ways it is not unlike the 
remark of a speaker on Tower Hill one lunch 
time: “Yer arsks what is this ‘ere Com- 
munism! Til tell yer, Communism is the 
"igh cost of living. That's wot it is." ‘The 
whole work is just as completely foolish, and 
can only arouse astonishment that the Ger- 
mans, whose propaganda can at times be 
clever, ever came to perpetrate the gaffe of 
lelting Lord Haw-Haw creep into print. As 
a broadcaster he has a definite amusement 
value. As an author he is silly and as a 
traitor merely a fool.

While it may still be the desire of the Axis 
Powers to preserve peace in the Balkans, 
there can be little doubt that Italy is not 
going the right way about it in her treatment 
of Greece, while Rumania is proving more 
than a little stubborn in conneetion with the 
negotiations with Hungary regarding the lat- 
fter’s demand for the return of Transylvania. 
‘There is too, it is reported, somewhat of a 

iteh in the negotiations between Rumania 
and Bulgaria, though this appears to be a 
minor matter which should not prove ineap- 
able of adjustment. Between Hungary and 
Rumania the breach has arisen over the Hun- 
garian counter-proposals on the subjeet of the 








new Hungarian-Rumanian frontier, which, 
according to one Rumanian delegate could not 
be approved “today, tomorrow or in future.” 





Other versions of the affair attribute the 
breakdown to the fact that no common basis 
for negotiations could be found, though there 
was a possibility of a resumption of the talks 
in a very short time, ‘The German news 
agency reports that Germany will permit 
only & peaceful solution of the revision ques 
fon. 

‘That is where the strength of Rumania lies. 
Whatever might have been Hitler's intentions 
with regard to the Balkans prior to the com- 
mencement of the present war, there ean be 
no doubt about it that he now desires that 
that part of the world peace shall continue. 
Nothing would more completely assist the 
British blockade than that Hungary and 
Rumania should go to war, If just those two 
countries. fought, Rumanian corn and oil 
would no longer be available for Germany, 
while should Hitler decide to force a quick 
issue by assisting Hungary against Rumania 
the latter would in all probability, if faced 
with the possibility of defeat, destroy the oil 
wells, and, consequently, deprive Germany of 
supplies for a very considerable time to come, 
‘The paradoxical side of the matter is that 
Rumania was in an.equally strong position 
with regard to the Russian and Bulgarian 
claims, for precisely the same reasons, and 
hhad she decided to reject their demands Hitler 
would have been practically obliged to bring 
pressure in support of Rumania, 

‘The crisis involving Italy and Greece has 
also its serious aspects. On the face of it the 
Malian attitude is a sheer piece of cynicism 
all in keeping with the known polieies of the 
dictators. Having seized Albania last year, 
and reduced the Albanians to another of those 
minorities for which the dictators show soliel= 
tude, Mussolini is now showing some tender- 
ness regarding the Albanians in Greek ter- 
ritory to which Albania lays claim. This is 
not a case in which the national prestige of 
Maly is as yet involved. There is no knowing 
when it will be, for if the Greeks maintain 
their present attitude a showdown might re~ 
sult which would oblige Italy to resort to 
hostilities. Here the defection of France 
again plays an important part. With France 
still in the picture the eastern’ Mediterranean 
would present an entirely different problem 
from what it docs now, and the conclusion 0 
be drawn is that Italy’is seeking to take ad- 
vantage of the new situation, 

Should Mussolini decide to attack Greece, 
the guarantee which Great Britain has given 
the latter would be honoured, and all the as- 
sistance possible given. So far as Great Bri- 
tain is concerned, it would mean no addition 
to the tasks which rhe has already had thrust 
‘upon her, though it would mean the ultimate 
defeat of whatever schemes Mussolini may 
have been planning against the Greeks. An 
Malian war against Greece would be purely 
one of spoliation as was that against tho 
French. ‘The attempt to wrest two Grock 
provinces away and add them to Albania only 
amounts to an attempt to increase the Italian 
foothold in the Balkans, while the possibility 
of an Talian descent ‘upon the Dalmatian 
coast would have exactly the same meaning. 
How far Hitler supports Mussolini in his pre~ 
sent poliey it is not easy to ascertain, though 
the chances are that; if the former sees any 
real danger to peace'in the Balkans, he will 
use all his influence to prevent a conflagra~ 
tion. It is clearly not in his interests that 
such a thing should oceur, and, as his interests 
are the only things which matter to him, he 
has only to give the word from Berlin and 
Rome would obey. It would have to. 























GERMAN FAIRY TALES 

Aug. 26. 

‘That the Germans are by no means satisfied 
with the results of their air-raids over Great 
Britain is clearly demonstrated, firstly, by 
their endeavours to persuade the world at 
Jarge of the heavy casualties which they elaim 
to have inflicted on the RAF, and, secondly, 
by their claims that the British air’resistance 
is breaking and that the moral of British 
troops and civilians is being affected by the 
reticence of the authorities regarding the 
effects of the raids. German. claims as 
fo ‘the damage alleged to have been: in- 
Micted on the R.A.F. have already been 
shown to be just as foolish as their al- 
legations concerning the destruction of the 
British Navy. The other two prevatieations 
fare just as easy to deal with, ‘The wish 
is undoubtedly father to the thought when 
Berlin claims that the British defence by 
bursuit and interceptor aeroplanes has be- 
come considerably weaker, ‘The manner in 
which the German raiders are dealt with and 
Fought off, so few of their original numbers 
being able to penetrate the British defences, 

clearly demonstrates this not to be the case. 
On Saturday somewhere in the neighbour- 
hood of 1,600 German planes, bombers as well 
as fighters, attacked England. About eighty 
appear to have got through to London flying 
over the city at a very great height, so far 
up that accurate bombing was entirely out 
of the ‘question. Over the south-east coast 
the German planes came over like a fleet, 
states Reuter, “but they ran like rabbits, 
when engaged by the anti-nireraft defences 
and British fighters. If of some eight humdred 
bombers and an equal number of escorting 
fighters, some few score manage to pierce the 
first line of British defence, it is quite clear 

















that there is nothing wrong with the men 
entrusted with the task of fighting off the 
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Gorman onslaught. ‘Thus far from there 
being any deterioration of the British air 
force, it is clearly demonstrating that it is as] 
ood ‘as ever it was, if not somewhat better. 
It is interesting to ‘note in this connection’ 
that the Germans have nothing to say sbi 
the quality of the men and machines earrying. 
out raids on German objectives. 
ject they maintain an eloquent silence. 
‘That the suggestion, that the moral of Bri 
ish troops and civilians is suffering be: 
cause of the reticence of the British 
authorities concerning the effect of Ger- 
muany's raids, is laughable in the extreme is 
clearly evidenced by the lengthy report of 
Saturday's raid which appears elsewhere in| 
this issue. Telegraphic summaries of the! 
news which appears in the British Press are 
only to be expected in such far-away places 
as Shanghai, and anyone acquainted with the 
newspaper profession will understand that if 
such lengthy reports can be sent from Britain, 
the accounts appeating in the Home papers 
must be very ample indeed. It has already 
been remarked: that the British Government 
cannot hope to keep quict either about the 
aids themselves or the damage they do, for 
too many people are involved, and too many 
can see for themselves what is going on. 
‘Amongst other interesting stories which the 
German news agency carries from Stockholm 
concerns an alleged sensation eaused in Great) 
Britain by a mysterious bomb crater near a 
farmhouse on the south-cast coast. No bomb 
‘was seen to fall, nor apparently was an ex 
plosion heard, and the suggestion is that this 
is another of Germany's secret weapons, 
new type of bomb with a “noiseless ‘ex~ 
plosion.” A more ridiculous tale could 
seareely have been invented. ‘The very shat- 
fering of a container filed with an explosive 
charge must necessarily ereate a very great 
deal of sound, and to suggest that an explo- 
sion making a wide crater could have done 
xo without’ any sound whatever does no 
credit at all to the imagination of the 
fabricator of the tale. ‘There remains about 
‘one more fairy tale to be told concerning 
Germany's seevet weapons, and that is the 
production of the boomerang. shell, which 
‘when it realizes that it will not hit the target 
desired, returns to the gun from which it was] 
discharged, ‘That, also, Is projected by an 
explosive which ‘when detonated makes a 
noise like the chirruping of canaries. The 
only conelusion to be drawn is that these 
stories’ are invented by the German pro- 
payanda merchants to make this war as

Crime Inerease in 
Settlement 


‘Shanghai, Au 

A daily average of 28,678 persons 
were searched at the barriers during 
July or a total for the month of 
'889,000 showing an increase of 30,209 
searches over the previous month. 
according to the S.C. police report 
for July. * 

‘Various anniversaries, including that 
of the Lirkouchiao ineident on July 1, 
passed off quietly during the month 
lunder review. - The suleides of three 
male foreigners and seventeen male 
and eight female Chinese were re 
corded for the month in questi 

‘The Commissioner of Police stated 
Jn the report that there was a total 
of 2,350 crime cases in the Settlement 
for July, being 215 cases more than 
in June and 126 more than the figure 
for the corresponding month of last 
year. Arrests of criminals showed a 
Scerease, 1,724 arrests being made for 
the month against 1,923 for June 
and 2076 for May. Eighty-seven ar- 
ests were for complicity in armed 
crime in the Seltlement. Altogether 
leven firearms and a” quantity of 
ammunition were seized during the 
month, 

Th July 100 cases of pickpocketting 
were reported, being 42 cases more 
than the previous month, Altogether 
114 pockpockets were arrested. Two 
‘motor ears, a motor truck and a 
motor eycle were reported stolen; 
only the two motor cars were re- 
covered. Forty-two out of 206 
Dieyeles stolen were recovered. 














Nareotie Squad Active 
During the month the headquarters 
nareotie.scetion carried out 21 raids 
‘and made 76 arrests and seized 340% 
‘ounces of opium, 30 ounces of herot 
48 pipes and one hypodermic syring 
The total value of property stolen 
during the month was $542,024.12 ax 
against $490,139.31 in June. 
Reverting to the Chungking Govern: 
ment amnesty scheme, the report 
stated that since the commencement 
of the scheme 3,036 conviets were 
released from prison, of which 3,858 
were apprehended again. for new 
offences. Since the beginning of the 
conditional release scheme, 598 prison- 
were liberated of which 104 were 









Nineteen Strikes 
On the strike situation it was re- 
ported that ninetoen strikes, invol 
ing a total of 2,236 workmen’ and re- 
sulting ina loss of 9827 working 
days, occurred in the Settlement, in 
July. ‘There were three other strikes 
affecting the Settlement and French 
Concession simultaneously, involving | 
1340 workmen and a loss of 10,720 
working days. ‘The deadlocks affected 
various trades, including several silk 
weaving factories, steel and iron fac: 
tories, furniture’ making shops, a 
oper box factory and the strike of 
the Shanghai Gas Company whieh was 
settled recently. Unrest among the 
employees of nine industrial concerns 
war recorded. 

‘The number of refugee camps in 
ne Settlement was reduced by one 
while the ‘number of refugees ‘c~ 
e'mmodated in the camps decreased 
from 16976 to 16264 in July. In 
‘addition to the refugees living in these 
camps, approximately. 3,600 persons 
were reported to be living in alley- 
sways and open spaces.

A Reader's Experience

the present time, when the 
‘avestion of sending their sons and 
danghlers to schoo! 
frought with almost. insuperable 
dificulties, there must be. many 
British parents in Shanghai who are 
seriously concerned aver the problem 
of the continuation of their children's 
edueation under conditions which 
would approximate. as closely as 
possible those which ‘oblain in the 
British Isles, and to such T would 
commend a perusal of this letter. 

‘At the age of 13, after a very 
serious iliness, my " parents were 
persuaded on medical advice to send 
me to school in Australia, as it was| 
predicted that T would never survive 
the English climate. 

Twas accordingly shipped to the 
Antipodes and in due course became 
‘2 boarder at the Brighton Grammar 
School, in Melbourne, where T spent 
five of the happiest years of my 1ife 
under the benevolent wing of the 
famous Dr. G. H, Crowther, 21... 
ub. 

‘The article: on Australian schools, 
contained in’ the Book to which Me. 
Bowden refers in his letter, faithfully 
mirrors the Australian private school 
fas T knew it more than 30 years ag0| 
‘nd it is clearly evident that the very. 
hhigh standard’ maintained in those: 
days has In no way deteriorated. 

‘These schools are conducted on 
typically “English lines, except that 
the institution of “fogging” Is un- 
Known. Tuition is very thorough and 
‘Mens sana in corporé sano was onc 
of the first Latin tags of which T was. 
taught the meaning, both in precept 
‘and practice 

‘Cricket nd football were compul- 
‘sory in my day, but those preferring 
to play tennis could generally obtain 
permission to do so. "Gym" was also 
compulsory, while every boy, medi 
cally fit, and not under 4 ft. 6 had to, 
Join the school cadet corps’ of whieh 
‘we wore all very protd, and once = 
week Wwe were in uniform all day. 

Our instructor, then’ an octoge- 
nnarlan, but who’ still had a voice 
like a'toghorn, was a veleran of the 
Crimean War.” Boys under 16, were 
supplied with a Francoite rifle and| 
those 16 and over with the old tong 
Lee-Enficld which "was. first. Issued 
during the Boer War. then a matter 
‘of recent. history. ‘The standard of 
marksmanship was very high. We 
had drills twice a week, a route! 
mareh twice a month, and there was 
‘2 fortnight’s camp every year 
Michaelmas, 

Food was plain but plentiful, 
breakfast at 8 gm, dinner at 1 pam. 
‘and tea at 60. ‘Those who wanted 
lass of mille onda biscuit at 11 
‘am, could have them and bread anc 
mile was served In hiige bowls at 
830 pam. ‘The school had its owa| 
herd ‘of cows. 

"The dormitories each contained six 
boys: Juniors were sent to bed at 9 
pam, awhile. Gth form boys turned in 
‘at 1015. We were called at 530 am. 
in the summer for-a dip in the sea, 
and in the winter (when it can be: 
extraordinarily. frigid) it was a cold 
shower by gaslight at @ o'clock. 

‘The school possessed extonsive 
rounds, including a full-sized crieket| 
And football field complete with 
pavilion. An old-fashioned bungalo:*| 
served “as a hospital, but it» was 
generally empty. Boys who were| 
{ueky enough {0 be sent to. hospital 
were always delighted as, of course, 
there was no work to do, while the| 
extra ‘delicacies provided naturally 
appealed tothe chronically” Inyy 
growing schoolboy. Owing. to. cir- 
cumstances over” which Thad ‘no 
control my own ambition to qualify 
fas an inmate, even for a few days. 
‘was never gratified during the whole| 
period T'was at the BGS. 

‘The question of holidays need eauso| 
parents tittle anxiety. Most beardi 
Schools can either accommodate pupils 
‘during the holidays or place them in 
approved holiday homes. ‘There were 
many boys al the school whose par- 
tents lived in India, Burma and othec| 
parts of the tropies and we even had 
fire Americans and 9. Frenchman | 
whose fathers’ businesses - brought 
‘them frequently to Australia.

Some Questions Answered

‘Sm—The explanation offered by! 
Mn. F, J. Saxcen in his letier in your 
paper’ of August 19 as to how a 
Jkarden spider’ gels the main support- 
{ng strand of its web in position be- 
tween tivo points at o considerable 
height above the ground may be cor- 
rect in some cases, that is to say, 
the spider might let out a strand of 
web from some high point of vantage 
and allow it to be wafled by the 
wind to some other ‘similerly” high 
point of vantage where it could be- 
come entangled. If such a method is 
jn actual fact employed, it must. be 
the exeeption rather than the rule, 
since itis certain that the spider 
Seems {o prefer to crawl {rom one 
vantzge point to another as deseribed 
jn my letter of August 14, which ap- 
eared in your issue of August 16, 
Notably would the —wind-wafling 
method scem to be the only feasible 
Jone in a ease in which a spider builds 
is web over a stream, as has been 
observed, with the mein strands at~ 

sched to, points on both banks. But 
T personally have never observed this 
method being used, and T find that 
in books dealing with the subject it 
{Ig offered more as the only possible 
theory to account for the positions of 
spiders’ webs in such cases as here| 
[suggested than 95 ~ proven fact. 

‘Tn my garden the crawling method 
ls ‘certainly the one used, for the 
prevailing summer breezes are in the 
wrong direction for the operation of 
the wind-wafting method. Also it is 
highly improbable, with the vagary 
of breezes, that, if this method were 
‘used, the webs’ would be in excelly 
the Same positions night after night, 
as they are in my garden, 

‘As regards the point ‘raised by 
Mn. Saxeen as to whether the spider’ 
proceeds continuously in one dirce- 
{ion while putting in place the spiral 
‘eross-webbing or reverses its diree- 
tion at intervals, 11cm of the opinion 
that it does the former. ‘The cross- 
webbing of a garden spider's soare ik 
laid inthe form of a regular spiral, 
the spider commencing with It from 
‘the centre of the radial strands ond 
javorking outwards to the citeum= 
Terence of the snare. If the spider 
fn laying this spiral cross-webbing. 
were to proceed just so far in one. 
direction and then reverse Its dirce= 
tion the result would be anything but 
a regular spiral, as can easily be 
proved by drawing a series of radial 
Hines and then ying to draw ina 
regular spiral as constructed by the 
spider by reversing direction 74 In. 
tervals. It cannot_be done. Mr, 
Saxcrn says that the spider in puts 
{ing in. the spiral erocs.webbing pro- 
coeds first in one direction and then 
in the other at intervals. If this im= 
pression has been gained by observa 
ion. is he quite sure that, when the 
spider reversed its direction, it was 
laying down the cross-strands of the 
web and was not performing. some

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ERMAN LANGUAGE 
By Ouiven Jensen: 


‘The German language is a euricus method 
of human communication whose future at 
this cataclysmic stage in the descent of man 
depends on the fall of a hypothetical spun 
coin. If the coin lands with the Hitler face up, 
iL fs not inconceivable that German will be- 
come the language of Europe. If the fa 
that of Winston Churehill, German may take 
its place in the limbo of dead languages along 
with Greek and Latin, something to be in 
icted on schoolboys. 

Germans in their relations with other Ger= 
mans are a docile people. ‘They cherish great 
respect for authority, political or grammatical. 
German grammar dictates that they say: 
“Die am ‘Tage des Kriegsausbruches bet- 
Higerige Mutter erhielt die Nachricht, dass 
ihr Mann. 2um_Fliegerabwehroberkommando 
fan der West Front als Untergeschiitzwart 
cingezogen worden ist." ‘This means: “The 
fon the day of the war-outbreak lying-in-bed 
mother received the news that her husband 
to the anti-niveraft headquarters on the Wes~ 
tern Front as under gun guard called been 
has." 

‘Tolerant sentimentalists in otherTands are 
apt to excuse Germans, taken as persons, for 
this extravagant. manner of speech on’ the 
ground that as children they pick it up around 
the house. Unfortunately, one does not just 
pick up little expressions like “Auslands- 
deutschtum," “Nazionalsozialistische Deutsche 
Arbeiterpartei” and ““Telefunkengesellschatt” 
while thumbing through Peter Rabbit. Words 
ike “Weltkviegswitwenunterstiitzungsvereh 
(Worldwarwidows'aidsociety) are not tossed 
casually even at a Teutonic tot ina high 
chair. “Science, a cold-blooded German love 
of selenee, has gone into this, Belgians, 
Dutchmen,’ Scandinavians, Poles and French- 
men who ‘have found without beneftt of dic- 
tionary what is meant by “Blitzkrieg” and 
“Schrecklichkeit” will have to develop a cer= 
tain scientific zeal if they wish to identity 
stich characters in their new literature as a 
“"Hottentottenpotentatenmuttermirderattentat~ 
averriter,” a classic example which turns out 
to be “betrayer of an attempt to assassinate 
the murderer of the mother of a King of the 
Hottentots." 


There are of course many other aspects to 
the German language. To begin with, al- 
though it may all sound ike laryngitis 9 the 
tininitinted, it is spoken differently in various 
parts of Germany. ‘There is High German, 
Tow. Gorman, Swabian, Saxon, Bavarian, 
Styrian, Frisian, Vorarlbergian, Baden-Baden 
Jan—and there is Goethe, ‘which is like 
Shakespeare but more complicated. With 
some difficulty German ean be made (o.rhyme, 
producing poetry or “Dichtung.” In one of 
the rare slip-ups in the system great success 
at this was achioved, rather cheekily, by a 
‘Few named Heinrich Heine, Goethe, Schiller, 
Wieland, Hélderer and others found the lan- 
auage quite handy ; ‘Thomas Mann and Erich 
Remaraue have gohe far with German, al- 
though directionally away from Berlin. Today 
German is proving itself a very useful medium 
for such literary and journalistic works as 
Mein Kamp}, Der Stirmer, and the Volkischer 
Beobachter. "It is a marvellous language for 
aiving commands that earry conviction, since 
itis not cluttered up with politeness and there 
is no bothersome word for “fair” in the sport- 
ing. sense. But most important of all, it is 
spoken with utter nonehatance by: some 90.- 
00,000 Germans. For Furopeans who want 
to know whether their broad is ersatzed, a 
quick course in this tongue has a new signi- 
fieanee. 

At frst glance, German i 
simple, Yes. is Ja. With a little practice, 
one can, master Nein, or No. “Ach !" merely 
means "Cripes!” Then there is the matter of 

lar words, both English and German em- 
ploying the same terms for “zeppelin” and 
“pumpernickel.” But more involved thoughts

‘Then there is a woman's compact. First there | 
is beauty to be considered : "Schénheit.”

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


Avg. 15—While proceeding along Hungjao 
Road today we noticed a pair of iron gates 
‘open, and looking inside we saw a. driveway’ 
which had been planted very carefully and 
‘most effectively. There were Japanese junipers 
planted at intervals along both sides of the 
Griveway and between these we saw maples, 
‘ueuba, osmanthus, podocarpus, and an oc- 
casional pine, The ‘colour effect at present is 
very good and we can easily visualize the 
beauty of the drive in Spring and Autumn 
when’ the maples are at their best. It must! 
have been a costly planting scheme but the 
results are there and it is better to spend a 
Ultle ‘more for something really worth whit 
We trespassed further and eventually found 
owner of the property. We were shown an 
orchard of peach ‘trees and were told that 
thousands of peaches had been gathered this 
year, the large quantity of empty paper bags 
stil iying on the ground providing ample evid- 
fence that the weatlier thiy year has been suit- 
able for peaches. There are three varieties grown 
in the garden. One, an carly variety, bore] 
large luscious frult: perhaps this variety origin- 
ally came from the Ichang area although we 
were told that the trees we saw came from 
hear Kiangwan. There used to be a large oF- 
chard in that area: it is perhaps still there. 
‘The second carly variety was the “peach” of 
the lot: it was the Mat species most of us like 
so much. This native fruit is Prunus platyearpa 
and it is our opinion that the flavour of this' 
each is superior to all othery grown here.

Weihaiwel, Aug. 8—~The first stragglers which 
precede the autumn migrations have alread; 
inspired me to re-read the notes of Henr 
Seebohm who was the first. real ornithologist 
fo survey the great breeding-grounds in Siberia, 
Scebohm had originally acquired a number of 
theories about migration from his observations 














in Europe: he practically considered migrations 
as “wanderings” and denied the existence of 
definite “highways” or “flylines"; but his

‘The Air Ministry news service an- 
ounces that a Flight-Lieutenant re- 
cently awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross spotted a Heinkel bom- 
ber over a Surrey town early today, 
chased it for 50 miles, and shot it 
down off the south-east coast.

Police. troops and Home Guards 
xrded approaches to tHe outbreak 
‘and did not allow unauthorized 
persons to get within a quarter 
mile of the blaze. 

Fire Lights Up District 
‘Tho. entire district was lighted up 
by a red glow, which filuminated the 
whole eastern sky, while sparks flew 
Into the sky like ‘red shooting stars.

Germans Lose 43 Planes 
In Single Battle

‘Three’ strong formations ot Ger- 
man bombers with fighter escorts 
swept from the sun and bombed 
areas “somewhere inland,” the United 
Press correspondent at a southeast 
coast port reported this morning. 


Intense Battles 


‘The bombers were visible as tiny 
silver specks, fying at an extremely. 
high altitute, the correspondent said. 

‘The most’ intensive battles yet 
seen” developed as British Spittires 
rs ‘dowa ‘on the Germans. 
Hundreds of bullels and shell frag- 
ments fell on the streets of the 
port, he reported. At least two 
German planes were shot down, he| 





‘The Royal “Air Force and the 
ground defences claimed that they 
Srought down one out of every four 
raiders to have flown over Britain on 
Sunday. Forty-eight of the German 
planes were shot down by the fighters 
of the RA.P, while anti-aircraft guns: 
claimed six victims. 

Staging their fifth sttack on London 
area at 1230 am, (830 am. Shanghai 
time, Monday), the German planes 
dropped four bombs on a residential 
section of London near a parish’ 
cchureb, shattering every window in 
the vicinty. 

‘Sweeping in from “Hell's Corner" 

on the Dover coast, the German 
planes staged their atfack of the night. 
The raid lasted 20 minutes, during 
which time the weird noise’ of Ger- 
man “screech bombs” could be, heard 
hroughout Greater London.

AlL-Night Alarm 
German planes were heard over 
‘one north-east coast town all night

Fifty incendiary bombs fell in

‘The Ministries of Air and Home 
Sceurity today announeed that “Jast 
night the enemy made bombing at- 
tacks over widely spread areas in 
south “England and the Midlands. 
Bombs were dropped on a few places 
in north-east England and Sectiand. 

“Pires wore started and damage 
was done to industrial property in a 
town. in the Midlands.”

Earlier London Raid 


In an earlier raid, which began at 
1030 pam. last night, bombs were 
roped in several sections of Lon- 
don.

‘The whole atmosphere was peace- 
ful, except for the incessant ringing 
of a number of burglar alarms which 
were set off by the force of nearby 
explosions. Comparatively few sight 
seers tried to visit the seone. 

‘Motor Car Festoons ‘Trees 

Bursting bombs caused some 
peculiar effects, For instance, parts 
of a motorcar were seen hanging 
festooned in trees. 

Risking the danger of falling in« 
cendiary" bombs, four “men dashed 
from a shelter to tackle a fire in a 
works. ‘They climbed a ten-foot 
fate and fought the fames with sand 
Until the fire-brigade arrived. 

‘Six hundred residents of two blocks 
of flats went to shelters and shortly 
afterwards a number of incendiary 
bombs fell outside the flats and some 
at the entrance to an occupied shelter. 

‘A striking feature of the raid was

‘Attack on Cinema 

‘Thore was only a, small audience 
at a cinema at Portsmouth hit in 
Saturday's raid, but several people, 
including two women and a. child, 
were killed, Streets wore flied with 
weck-end shoppers when a Iarge 
foree of bombers, escorted by Aght- 
ers, appeared flying very high, ‘The 
few raiders that got through en- 
countered intense snti-aiveratt. fre, 
and. splitting into small. formetions 
‘ropped bombs indiscriminately, 
mostly on shopping and residentiai 
districts, In addition to the cinema, 
bombs fell on a recreation ground. 
golf course, shopping centre and a 
hotel. 

‘Ono of the heroes of the raid was 
a man who found, bending over hi 
son, the supporting wreckage of a 
basement shelter on his shoulders. 

‘During a tour of the damaged area, 
the Lord Mayor saw a woman outside 
hher demolished home, triumphantly 
holding up a dish of ment—she had 
saved the Sunday joint. 

Many Lose Hom 

At Ramsqale, whole rows of seaside 
villas were demolished and many 
people rendered homeless, but eastal- 
ties: were comparatively fow. After 
the bombing. raiders returned 10 
machine-gun firemen dealing with the 
outbreak of a fire at a gas works.

Surgeons’ Last Minute 


Of Famous Russian Revolutionary Leader in Mexico 


Leon Trotsky, exiled Russian revolutionary, died here yes 
+ terday after surgeons had performed a second brain operation 


in a last minute effort to save his 


attacked Tuesday with a mountain climber's axe by a Persian- 
born Paris journalist whom M. Trotsky accepted at his home as 
his close friend. Physicians, following the sccond operation, said 
that even if he lived it would “be a miracle if he ever recovers 


normalcy.” 

M. Trolsky died at 7.26 pam. yes: 
terday (105 am, Shanghai DLT. 
today), “His wife, who had been with 
him since a ‘momont after her hus- 
band was altecked. was at his bed- 
side with two of the Communist 
leader's personal guards, Jake Cooper 
‘and Olto Schuesler. The doors of the 
hospital’ were closed and the Chick} 
of Police was summoned. 


Deep Wounds 

MM. Trotsky received deep head, 
shoulder and knee wounds, cs well 
fas a fractured skull, when he was 
attacked in his study by Franke Jact 
son, alias Jacques Mornard ven den 
Dreschd, “36-year-old Persian-born 
Paris journalist, Tuesday. 

‘The Russian’ Communist’s scere- 
tariat issued a graphic, four-page 
tatement yesterday formally charg- 
ing Jackson with being a member of 
the Russian G.P.U. secret polit 
They also said he was possibly con 
nected with the attack on Mf.

Primate of Spain 
‘Madrid, Aug. 23. 

Cardinal Goma, Primate. of Spain, 

ied here today, ‘at the age of 71, 

Isidro Goma ‘was ‘born at the 
village of La Riba, in the province 
of ‘Tarragona, on’ August 17, 1860, 
He was educated locally’ and 
‘ordained in June, 1095. 

‘Two years Tater, he’ became Pro 
fessor of the Pontifical Seminary at 
‘Tarragona and for 25 years taught 
physical science, classies, eloquence 
and sacred Scripture. 

He received steady promotion in 
the Chureh, and soon became on 
important figure in Catalan ‘religious 
circles, 

Jn 1924, he represented Spain at 
tho Eucharistic Congress at Amster~ 
dam, and he also attended the 
Eucharistic Congresses at.‘Toledo in 
1926-and Carthage in. 1990. 

‘He ‘was chosen by the Vatican as 
fone of ten theologians (three Bi 
flan, four Italian and three Spanish) 
to compile a monograph assembling 
ail the arguments for’ and. against 
the belief inthe Universal Media~ 
tion of the Holy’ Virgin. 

In 1927, he became Bishop of 
Tarragona, and a few years later 
‘was appointed Cardinal, Archbishop 
of ‘Toledo and Primate’ of Spain, 
when Cardinal Segura resigned that 
fomiee after being expelled tram the 
country during the ‘Republic. 

During the Civil! War, Cardinal 
Goma “spent a _great_ deal of his 
time at Pamplona, as Toledo, being 
first in one party's hands and ater 
within a few miles “of the. front, 
War impossible as the residence of 
the.
